WASHINGTON,.June 22.—President\Taft today sent the 


following cablegram to King George: 


•"On'this auspicious'occasion I .take ,sincere pleasure in .ex-, 


tending to your majesty cordial felicitations-in the name of-the 
people 'of the. U'nite.d'.States, ahd> in my,own, and .in expressing 
the cherished hope that,under your guiding influence.the Brit- 
ish domain may flourish and prosper. I assure your majesty of 
my .best wishes for your personal welfare and that of your 'ma- 
jesty's family and for the continuance, of .the friendly .relations 
existing between Great Britain and the United States," 


LONDON, June 22. — King 


George V, eighth of the house of 
Hanover, .was today crowned 
King of the British Empire and 
sjiven the pablic homage of his, 
world-wide subjects. 


With his consort, Queen Mary, 


his Maiesty was crowned in the 
Abbey of Westminster with all 
the wealth of religious rites and 
royal ceremonial prescribed by 
custom. 


The picture within the gray- 


walled Abbey was one of medae- 
•val splendor. The coronation ser- 
vices, solemn and imposing, were 
those handed down from the ear- 
lier centuries, and the actors 'in 
the principal and secondary roles 
of today's great function were 
garbed in reproductions of the 
multi-colored 
gold embroidered 


trappings worn by their ances- 
tors. The latter made a wonder- 
fully effective setting around the 
central figures. 


MASS OF COLOR. 


Outside the usually dull streets 


had been transformed into a mass 
of color. The King and Queen's 
progress to the Abbey and the 
route to Buckingham Palace was 
one unbroken ovation. The route 
-was hedged with a vast polyglot 
host with a background of" gaily 
decorated 
viewing stands and 


windows and roofs, all ot which 
were crammed to their capacity.

Mall and entrance to the.Abbey 
archway, where the government 
stands held a score of thousands. 
Trafalgar' Square was so densely

Parlia- 
ment Square, Club Land and 
C o n s t i t ution Hill held their 
countless thousands. 


THUNDEROUS WELCOME. 
The tumult of thunderous wel- 


come was almost deafening as 
the King and Queen, on the out- 
ward and home journeys preced- 
ed in the first instance, and 'fol- 
lowed on the return by a stately 
superb cavalcade of e m i n e n t 
Princes, many themselves heirs 
to thrones, statesmen, diplomats,

Some ot the attaches b£ the court were .of the opinion that 
there would be an increase of interest in. the matter as the case pro- 
gressed for f&e reason that most-people felt that nothing could' ~be 
done today save to start in upon the examination of the talesmen.

Again everyone rose. to his feet. 
The 


scene was marvelously impressive as .the 
leading figures -emerged .from, the robing 
room. Many who looked on scarcely re- 
strained themselves from cheering, but 
the Joyful notes of the Initial , anthem, 
"I was glad," 'Intoned by the choir, sup* 
pressed the impulse.

QUEEN'S REGALIA. 


Then came the Queen's regalia borne 


by nobles, and then the Queen herself, in 
her wonderful coronation gown, with the 
Jewels of .the Garter presented to her 
by the Marys of the Empire. Her long, 
purple train, embroidered in gold, -was 
borne by six young women, daughters of 
earls. They carried a bouquet of pink 
carnations, presented to her. by the Gar- 
deners Company, one of the ancient guilds 
of the 
city of J^ondon, 
The 
flowers, 


known as ' "Lady Her.mlone," a purely 
English growth, were especially cultivated 
by Gardeners, all over the British Isles, 
those blosoms forming the bouquet, being 
selncted by ;a committee of experts. The 
bouquet was 'oilered to Her Majesty in 
a beauti'ful silver basket of Jacobean de- 
sign.

The Queen-was. followed by the mis- 


tress of the robes, the ladies of the bed 
chamber and the- maids of honor. 

After the cortege of the King and Queen 
came the Queen's regallar carried by the 
highest nobles of the kingdom, attended 
by their pages.

The Bible was borne by the Bishop'of 


Rlponl the chalier by. the.Bishop of Wm- 
. cheater, the paten by the 
Bishop of 


London, Stedward's Crown by the Bishop 
.of Northumberland, the'orb by the Duke 
of Somerset, the sceptre by the Duke of 
Richmond, the sword of state by Earl

.Roberts," the third sword by Viscount 
Kitchener, the. golden spurs by the Earl 
of London and Lord Grey de Ruthln the 
sceptre with cross by the Duke of Argyll, 
and the Stedward's staff by the Duke of 
Roxburgh.

declare, that I am a. faithful member 
of the Protestant Reformed church aa 
by law established in England, and I 
will, according to the true intent of 
the enactments which ai'e Intended to 
secure the Protestant succession to 
the throne of my realm, uphold and 
maintain the said enactments to tha 
best of'my power according to law." 


The old oath was as follows: 
'"I do solemnly and sincerely. In ths 


presence of .God, profess, testify and 
declare that I do believe that in tha. 
sacrament of the Lord's Supper thera" , 
is not any trans-substantiation of the; 
elements of bread and wine Into the 
body and bjood of Christ 3.t or after 
the consecration thereof by any per- 
son whatsoever; and that the invoca- 
tion or adoration1 of the Virgin Mary 
;or any other saint and the sacrifice of -.' 
the mass as they are -now used in tha 
church of Rome are superstitious and 
idolatrous, and I do solemnly. In the

were subdivided into twenty distinct 
function's, all of them imposing, but 
or a. medieval character.

The preparation consisted of tha 
; 


filling of the ampulla -,vith oil and to- 
gether with a spoon they were laid 
upon the altar. 
The archbishop and 


bishops', assistants, .vested 
in their 


capes, were already garbed for line 
ceremony, and awaited immediately 
outside the west door of the church 
until notice was given that the King '- 
and Queen had arrived. 
Then they 
• 


moved into the church. 


As tho royal couple entered 
the 


church the choir of %Vestminster broke 
forth into an anthem which they con- 
tinued to sing while the King and 
Queen moved slowly through the choir, 
up the stairs and into the theater, 
bending- in low genuflection as they 
passed the throne. They knelt at the 
stools set for them before the chairs 
on the_south side of the alta, mur- 
mured a. prayer, then -arose and seat- 
ed themselves in .the chairs. 


In the meantime the archbishop 


turned to the east side of the theater. 
Marching with solemn dignity, after 
him came the lord chancellor, the lord 
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^ great chamberlain, the "ord high con- 


stable and oarl marsha.1, preceded by 
the Garter King of Arms. The arch- 
.bishop then 'walked slowly to each AC 
tho four sides of the theater calling 
the people to attention. Then as the 


• "King arose and 
slowly turned 
the 
urchbishop called out again: 
"Sirs, I here present unto you King 
George, the undoubted King of hi3 
'realm: wherefore all you who have 
•come this day to do your homage and 
service — are you -willing to do the 
same?" 


In answer "came a 
mighty 
burst 


from beneath: 'God save tho king!" 
There was a blast from the trumpets 
and tho ceremony of recognition was 
over. 


Then advanced the hearers of the 


Bible, parent and charlice, and these 
were luld upon the altar. 
Following- 
thorn came two bishops, 
vested in 


copes, who knelt at faldstools and 
sang the litany. After tho commission 
sorvico by the archbishop the creed 
was sung, the king, queen and all 
others rising while this was being 
done. 


Tho 
sermon that 
followed 
was 


short, and then the archbishop, stand- 
ing before the Iringr, asked: 
'Sir, is your majesty willing to take 


•tho oath?" 
The king replied: 
"I am willing-." 


SWORD OP STATE. 


"With tho sword of state carried be- 


fore him, tho king walked to the altar, 
assisted by the lord great chamber- 
lain. 
Placing his 
hand 
upon 
the 


Bible and dropping to his knees, the 
king repeated the brief formula: 


"The things which I have hereto- 


fore promised I 
will 
perform 
and 


keep. 
So help me God." 
Then he 


kissed tho Bible and signed the oath. 


Again the king and queen knelt at 


their stools; again tho choir burst 
forth in song-. 
The king, having di- 


vested himself of his crimson robe, 
the cap of state was placed upon his 
head by the great lord chamberlain, 
and again ho walked before the altar. 
U'ith four knights of the garter hold- 
ing a pall of silk and cloth of gold 
over his head, the king seated him- 
self 
In King Edward's chair. ' The 


dean of "Westminster lifted the am- 
pulla and spoon from the altar, a lit- 
tle of tho oil was poured into the 
spoon and tho archbishop annointed 
tho king in the form of the cross 
four times, once upon tho head, once 
upon tho breast and once upon the 
palm of each 
hand, murmuring 
a 


benediction with each. 
Tho king knelt before the chair, tho 


archbishop repeated a prayer over his 
head, and then the kneeling monarch 
arose and was girdled with a baldric 
of cloth of g-oltl. 


The spurs and sword were handed 


' to tho king and the lord great cham- 
berlain knelt and touched the ruler's 
heels with the golden spurs. 


Tho master of tho robes having de- 


livered tho royal robe and the armlll 
to the* dean of "Westminster, the king 
was once more invested, the lord 
great 
chamberlain 
fastening 
the 


clasps upon the garment. Tho cross 
find orb were then brought, these be- 
ing symbols of tho power of Almighty 
.God. 


The keeper of th« roynl Jewel house 


delivered to the archbishop the king's 
ring, in which a table, Jewel is en- 
chased, and the archbishop placed it 
upon his majesty's right hand. 


Two sceptres, one with a crass and 
tho other bearing the symbol of a 
dove, were brought forward and pre- 
sented by the archbishop. 
Holding 


first the sceptre with the cross, the 
archbishop said: 
"Receive this royal sceptro, tho en- 


sign of kingly power and justice." 
As George 
received 
the 
sceptre 


with tho dovo !n his left hand the 
archbishop uttered a plea that the 
king ever be merciful to his subjects 
End punish no man unjustly. 
Probably the most solemn part of 


the ceremony was the putting on of 
the royal crown. 
The 
crown 
was 


first blessed by the archbishop and 
vrhon the king again seated himself 
In the chair of King Edward, the dean 
of "WesmJnst.er handed the crown to 
the archbishop, who, accompanied by 
tho 
bishops, 
moved 
forward 
and 


placed the crown 
upon 
the 
royal 
brow. 
At the first sight of this the 
' people shouted. "God save the king," 


and "Long 
live 
the 
king." 
The 
trumpets sounded and the great guns 
In tho tower fired tho royal salute. 


As tho acclamation ceased the arch- 


bishop presented the 
Bible 
saying: 


"Our gracious king, wo present you 
with this book, the most 
valuable 


thing that the world affords. 
Here 


is wisdom; this is the royul law; these 
nre the living oracles of God." 


ASCEXDS THRONE. 


Xow had come tho time for the 


king to ascend the throne. 
Assisted 


by the archbishop, the bishops and 
peers of the realm who had been 
'delegated to the service, he took his 
seat upon tho seat of atate. while the 
archbishop, who stod 
before 
him. 


said: 


'Stand firm and hold fast hence- 


forth tho p-?at of state of royal and 
imperial dignity, which is this day de- 
livered unto you, in trie name and by 
tho authority of Almighty God, . and 
bv the hand of us, the bishops and 
pervants of God, though unworthy aa 
you see us to approach nearer to 
God's altar, so vouchsafe the more 
graciously to continue to us your royal 
favor and protection." 


The exhortation being ended, all the 
princis and peers advanced to do ho- 
Kuigo to their newly-crowned king. 
The archbishop knelt before the king- 
with tho others kneeling- behing him. 
After a brief the archbishop arose arid 
kissed the king upon the left cheek. 
The Prince of "Wales, followed by the 
other princes, then knelt and 
mur- 


mured their 
vows 
of 
fealty 
and. 


homage. 
The princes of. the 
royal 


blood and peers arose, passing: slowly 
before the king, each kissing him up- 
on the left cheek. When the homage 
was ended drums were beaten, trum- 
pets sounded and the people shouted: 
"Long live the king.' 


CROWN QUEEN. 


The solemnity of the king's coro- 


nation being ended, the ceremonies of 
crowning Queen 
Mary 
Immediately 


followed. 
Supported by two bishops, 


the queen walked to the altar where 
a prayer-was said. The queen walked 
to a small faldstool placed near the 
chair of King Edward, where she 
knelt with four young peeresses, held 
a pall of silk over her, and the arch- 
bishop annointed her head with oils 
that had been blessed. 


After receiving the queen's ring, 


the Archbishop of York - lifted 
the 


crown from the altar and placed It 
upon Mary'3 head, saying as he did 
so: 


"Receive the crown o£ glory, honor 


and Joy. 
And God, the crown of the 


faithful, who by our Episcopal hands 
(thoug-h unworthy) doth this day set 
a crown of pure gold upon your head." 


The queen, 
being crowned, 
the 


peeresses all put their coronets upon 
their heads and the archbishop placed 
the sceptre into the queen's right hand 
and the ivory rod with the dove into 
her left, saying a prayer meanwhile. 
Conducted by the 
archbishop, 
the 


queen then made her way to her own 
throne, bowing low as she passed the 
king-. 


Then 
followed 
further 
religious 
rites, with the choir singing In the 
offertory. 
King George and Queen 


Mary knelt at tho altar for commu- 
nion, the archbishop handing them 
the bread and the dean of "West- 
minster the cup. 


After communion 
the 
king 
and 


queen again adorned themselves In 
their royal, and, taking sceptres in 
their hands, seated themselves upon 
their respective thrones. 
After the 
choir had sung another .te deum'their 
majesties 
descended. . Preceded 
by 
bearers of " four 
swords, 
the 
i 


passed Into the chapel of St. Edward 
from the . south side of 
. the 
altar^ 
while the: | queen passed through the 
north side,.." Both wVure their crowns 
and bore their sceptres. 


DELIVERS -. SCEPTRE.'- 


Standing befqrefthe altar.-.the king 


delivered'.- iip the sceptre and .golden 
spurs, which were laid upon the altar. 
The king- was than divested of his 
royal 
robe of state and arrayed in 


a robe of purple velvet, wearing- h5s 
imperial crown. 


Thence the king and queen 
pre- 


ceded through the choir to the west 
door of the church in the same way 
as tey ad come, wearing their crowns; 
the king-bore In his 'right hand the 
sceptre with the .cross, and in his left 
the orb which had been tendered to 
him In the chapel 
of ' St. Edward, 


wither it had been carried by an .at- 
tendant. The queen oore in her right 
hand her sceptre with the cross, and 
in her eft the ivory, rod with the dove. 
All the peers walked along In solemn 
procession,, wearing- their coronets. 


Tho retirement from the abbey was 


in the same order as the entrance. 


That portion of the church known 


as the' Chapel of Edward the Confes- 
sor, where the actual crowning oc- 
cured, Is designated as "the theater." 


The king's throne—the historic old 
chair of St. Edward—was elevated on 
a dias in the center of the theater, 
facing the high altar, and was ap- 
proached by five steps. -The queen's 
throne was more modern, and Is two 
less steps in height tnan the king. 


Magnificent 
embroidery 
covered 
the royal mantles of the king- and 
queen, In which 
national 
emblems 


larg-ely figured. 
The supertunlca, for 
Instance, that was placed about the 
king's, body after the annotating, is 
beautifully worked In roses, thistles 
and shamrocks In 'their native colors. 


COLONIAL EMBLEMS. 


An interesting Innovation was the 


introduction of various colonial em- 
blems, such as the maple leaf of Can- 
ada, the wattle bloom of Australia, 
and the 
lotus 
representing 
India. 


These were worked in their native 
colors In the stole that was pla.cect 
about George's shoulders. 


Both supertunlca and 
stole 
were 
made of English manufactured cloth. 
The coronation robe of the king was 


worn by King George IV when he 'was 
crowned in 1821. It is a tremendous 
affair, being so- long that six gentle- 
men-in-waiting were required to bear 
It. 


The train mantle of the queen was 


designed by Frederick VIgers, F. R. 
I. B. A. 
Queen 
Alexandra 
herself 


selected the wonderful shade of ruby 
purple of the velvet. It Is eighteen 
feet in length and three full breadths 
of velvet in width. 
Standing boldly 
in the center is the crown, with the 
genesta, the . badge of the Plantage- 
nets, from which springs a rose tree, 
Downward- the roots are twined with 
a Norman fleur-de-lis; upward the 
shamrock, and tho thistle leads to the 
star of India and culminates to the 
crown of St. Edward. 


As befits the symbols of power of 


Hie greatest empire on earth, the 
crowns of the king and queen used in 
today's ceremonies are masterpieces 
of the jewelers' are, replendeht with 
biasing. gems. 


King George's cown wap made for 


the crowning of Queen i Victoria tn 
1838, but Its Jewels are far older and 
rich In history. The great red stoae 
In front, blazing like a lustrous eye, 
U the famous ruby given.to the Black 
Prince by Peter the Cruel in 1367, 
and worn by Henry the Fifth at Agin, 
court. It contains aiso tho Culllnan 
diamond, and what: is known as'the 
"inestimable sapphire,"" of pure, deep 
azure, more than two inches long; 
besides 2926- other diamonds, 
297 


officers attached 
to their 
staffs. 
The 
carriages wero drawn by pairs of thS 
famous bay and blacK horses from. the., 
royal stables, driven: by, royal coachmen 
and attended by,footmenfin scarlet livery. 
Trumpeters and an esfcort of the Royal 
Horse Guards preceded the. royal gue'sts, 
few of whom were recognized. <by the 
crowds. 


-CHEER HAMMOND. 


. Tho spectators, however, were quick to 
pick out John Hays Hammond, special 
ambassador from the United States, the 
envoys from France and Germany, and 
the crown princes. Each of these '-was 
given a round of cheers and there was 
a spontaneous clapping of Bands. A light 
rain was falling and the carriages were 
closed but their occupants could be dis- 
tinguished through the-windows. 


Following was the second procession, 


with members of the British royal family, 
including the Prince of "Wales and the 
Princess Mary and their younger--bro- 
the.rs. Their appearance was the signal 


brass, and then, es with one voice, the 
multitude acclaimed tho sovereigns with 
cheers that "preceded and followed them, 
from the • gates of the palace yards to 
tho very doors of Westminster .-Abbey.

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Republican Disorganization . In Congress. . 


The situation in Congress illustrates the confusion that prevails 


in politics throughout the nation. The only coherent political, force 
in Congress is the Democratic majority in the House of Repres^enta- 
tives. The coherence and solidarity of this body is largely due to 
Its sectional character. The South controls the House De'moeratic 
caucus and closely affiliated with the Southern Bourbons is the 
Tammany machine in New York. The Republicans are broken into 
three distinct factions. 
' 
~ , 


In the House the Republicans have not yet been able to form 


a compact organization or present a united front to the Democratic 
majority. 
They have permitted the/ D'emocrats to "take charge of 


measures proposed by the Republican administration and push 
them through in the face of divided Republican^oppositkyi. It is an 
anomalous condition without a parallel in the political history of 
the United States. On the reciprocity bill, the Democrats voted. 
solidly in the affirmative, while the Republicans split in two halves. 
When the farmer's free list -bill came to a vote, the minority split 
again. Now the Republicans have split once more on the bill reduc- 
ing the wool tariff. Twenty-four of the minority voted with the 
Democratic majority to pass the 'bill. 


To further emphasize the disorganization which prevails in the 


Republican ranks in Congress, Senator Root, the Republican floor 
leader in the Senate, argues strenuously in favor of his wood pulp 
amendment to the reciprocity bill on the same day that Mr. Mann, 
the minority floor leader in the House, vigorously attacks the 
amendment . in the lower chamber. Mr. Mann reflects the Presi- 
dent's views and Senator Root does not, 


Now sixteen Republican Senators — not all of them insufgents — 


.have voted with the Democrats to instruct the finance committee 
to report the wool bill. For the moment the Republican majority 
:in the Senate has disappeared, and the Democrats are in control, 
•with the aid of a, .group of Republicans. While there is' much divis- 
ion among the Democratic Senators, the Bourbons have thus far 
succeeded in maintaining discipline, and acting coherently with party 
ends in view. 


This game of cross purposes is making the Republican party 


impotent. It is divided against itself, broken into fragments, with- 
out discipline and utterly at sea, as a 'body, with respect to organiz- 
ation to subserve party efficiency and coherence in national legisla- 
tion. 


In truth the Republicans in Congress are without a definite 


policy, a working organization or a plan of action. They appear to 
be hopelessly divided, as much by personal antipathies and ambi- 
tions as by differences of opinion in regard to the details of legisla- 
tion. 
Unable to agree among, themselves they permit the Demo- 


crats to break their lines and ride them down, thus compelling the 
Republican President to trust his measures to the tender, mercies o: 
a militant opposition guided and inspired by the hope of gaining 
complete control of the government at the next election. .. 


To such a pass has the Republican party been reduced by faction 


and the broils induced by personal ambition. Never has the party 
been so deficient in capable and diplomatic leadership, never so ob- 
livious to the broad principles on which the party was founded and 
so indifferent to the consequences of factional contention and allow- 
ing the Democrats to dictate the policy of the government so far 
as legislation expresses that policy. What the Republican party 
needs in this extremity is a get-together spirit and a sincere pur- 
pose to promote the principles for which the party "stands.

Rebels After Two-Hour Battle 


Retreat Into Arms of 


U. S. Troops. 


Escape Capture at the Hands 


of Mexicans by Retreating 


Over Boundary Line. 


TIJUANA, Lower California, June 


22.—After two hours o£ sharp fight- 
ing against approximately 600 Mex- 
ican troops, the rebels at Tijuana,.to 
the number of 100-men under "Gen- 
eral" Jack Mosby laid down their 
arms at the international boundary 
line at 1 o'clock this afternoon and 
marched across as prisoners of the 
United States troops on duty at th.e 
line. 


It is stated that two rebels were 


killed and one 
wounded 
and 
that 


about 
BO federals were killed 
and 


wounded. At the time of the surrend- 
er the Mexican troops had advanced 
within a mile or two of tha lino and 
were In plain sigrft. 
.The rebels out- 


numbered and outgeneraled and re- 
treated a distance of about S miles 
before reaching the international line. 


With this engagement it is believed 


the revolt in Lower California is end- 


Fighting between the Mexican troops 


under Celso Vega, jefo politico of Lower 
California, and Colonel Miguel Mayot and 
the rebels under "General" Jack Moaby, 
began about 11 o'clock this morning five 
miles southeast of here.

The Depot Which Is to Be Built at 16th St, by the Southern Pacific, Work Was Begun' To- 


Day On the Structure, Which' is-to Be Entirely of California Material,. 


Construction work for a new depot 


tegan on the site of tho present Sixteenth 
street depot of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany 
In this city today. Orders to this 


effect have just been'-issued. The struc- 
ture will be moved to a point several 
hundred feet to the south and the exca- 
vations for the new building will begin. 
Another month will see the foundation o£ 
the proposed, structure, which, will be of 
concrete piling. 
The new.Sixteenth street depot of the 


Southern 'Pacific company will be of 
steel and concrete construction through- 
out, the exterior faced with a granite 
base and terra cotta glazed tile. 
The 


roof will be of red terra .cotta tile. 
The 


'depots known to the architectural and 
feet wide and will bo one of the most 
modern structures of its kind in the 
west. 


CALIFORNIA MATERIAL., 


Every. piece of material in tho build- 


Ing will be a California product. 
All 


tha stone will come from quarries in 
this state and the steel is being manu- 
factured by a California foundry. 
The 


waiting: room on the main floor of the 
building will ba finished in. California 
marble. 


OThe Southern Pacific company has con- 
tracted for one of the most modern 
dpots known to the architectural and 
engineeriiig world. 
The principle fea- 


ture of this new structure will ba the 
elevated tracks that will be used en- 
tirely for tho handling- of local traffic. 
To provide for these elevated tracks the 
company has been working- for a year in 
elevating the roadbed for a distance of 
several hundred yards on each side of 
the depot so that the trains will not 
encounter an unusually heavy climb in 
reaching the top elevation at the depot. 
All local or suburban trains will take 
this elevated track and because or this 
costly piece-of "work all confusion will he 
eliminated. 


NO DELAY AT DEPOT. 


Overland 
passengers 
will 
take the 


trains from the ground level, passing 
under tha local tracks to reach their 
trains. 
In this manner the l overland 


trains will not be compelled to wait until 


tho suburban train'has jpolled out .of the 
station and better time la assured trav- 
elers on both local and overland trains, 
Dangrer from passing trains will also be 
eliminated. Upon the ground floor a 
large waiting room, 60x116, has been .pro- 
vided. Attached to this room there is to 
bo a commodious smoking: room and a 
comfortable women's .r&tirinff room* The 
•waiting: room on the upper floor, from 
where the local passengers will talcs their 
trains; will be patterned after a famous 
European roof garden, covered by what is 
known as an umbrella shed. 


This will be located directly above tha 
baggage room, a convenience of an ele- 
vator'to the baggage room being a -fea- 
ture of the new structure. An individual 
•heating system will also be installed, and 
several concessions will be located In both 
waiting rooms, Including a branch. United 
States postoffice. 


The plans for this new depot were mado 


in the office of J. C. Barlow, assistant 
chief engineer of the Southern Pacific 
company, and the construction work wll 
bo directly -under tho supervision. oC thai 
office. 


Edward G.. Becker Tearfully 


Pleads for Clemency 


in Vain. 


Edward G. Becker, the dapper and 


plausible young crook . with 3 country- 
wide record for swindling' music houses 
out of money by means of fraudulent 
checks, was sentenced this morning in 
the" criminal department of the Superior 
Court by Judge George L. Jones of Ne- 
vada county to serve six years in the 
penitentiary at San Quentin for a similar 
crime committed hero about two months 
ago. His original plea was not 
guilty 


but last Tuesday morning he changed 
It to guilty. Ho is a fugitive from the 
penitentiary in the District of Columbia, 
having broken parole given to him while 
he was "doing time" for forgery. 


The prisoner mads a short plea this 


forenoon for judicial clemency. Ha said 
that he had been a medical student in 
the Johns Hopkins University at Baltimore 
and had also studied stenography, but 
was not a graduate in either profession.

12 YEARS' IMPRISONMENT 


FOR STEALING $1,200,000 


PARIS, June 22.—Ferdinand Ed- 


mund Duez, receiver for the dissolved 
religious congregation, was convicted 
of embezzling 
$1,200,000. 
He 
was 


sentenced to twelve years' imprison- 
ment at hard labor. 


Duez was Judicial administrator of 


the civil tribunal of the department of 
the Seine. He was in charge o£ the 
liquidation of tho property of thirteen 
of the congregratlons dissolved by the 
association law of 1901. 


In March, 191-0, Duez confessed the 


embezzlement of S2,000.,000 and was 
held for trial. The total value o£ the 
properties which Duez was liquidating 
had been appraised at 5212,000,000, 
ana the government expected that 
they" would yield $200,000,000, out of 
which the old ag-e pensions voted by 
parliament could be paid. 


When Duez was arrested, about half 


of the liquidations had been made and 
the total sum actually turned over to 
the treasury was only 51,461,331.

Today he is sole owner 
of that really quite respectable bank i 
roll referred to-and a high power au- 
tomobile. 
This season he has under 


lease -until October the 200 acres of 
the Meek estate comprising the sub- 
division called "Cherryland," will har- 
vest a fortune in dollars therefrom, 
and yet another fortune from the 
other 300 acres in the vicinity of Hay- 
ward which he has under lease. A 
good many of those dollars - he wtll 
pick from cherry, apricot and pear 
trees, yet others he will cull from the 
soil beneath their branches. 


, In 'connection with the cherry cul- 
ture in .the vicinity, of, Hayward and 
San Leandro It is interesting to note 
that the present season marks the ad- 
vent oj the Rheinstroms of Cincinnati 
Into that field. The Rheinsti'oms, you 
know, preserve and purvey maras- 
chino 
t arid 
maraschinoed 
cherries. 


Hitherto ''they' have purchased 
the 


cherries from which the liqueur men- 
tioned is named, in the orchards of 
Italy and Spain. 
The merits'of. cer- 


tain cherries in the Hayward-San L,e- 
andro section having been called to 
their attention, an investigation was 
made with the result that .the local 
product was found, to be better adapt- 
ed o the firm's needs than those se- 
cured abroad. As a result the Rhein- 
stroms' agent Is purchasing Alameda 
county cherries this season for the 
first tim.e. 
Also as a result of his 
presence the wholesale price of cher- 
ries has advanced one cent per pound, 
FutUre seasons .will find tshe Pjiein- 
s-trom buyers as militantly active in 
this section as are the buyers for the 
'carinenes —- a 
circumstance 
which 


means, of course, keener competition 
among the buyers and greater profit 
for the sellers. 
- . 


MONEY IX PEARS. 


Alameda county's pear crop will be 


prolific- this season, a fact which does 
not apply to. the- pear crop" in other 
sections of California. 
Two months | 
in advance-of the harvest the buyers j 
for the .canneries are offering $47.50 
per ton for. that fruit,'without closing 
a single contract. 
The growers are 
holding out for $50 per .ton, and .as 
they have all the best of the bargain 
it is deemed probable they will get 
that price and possibly a little more. 
The average yield of pears to the aero 
in the vicinity of Hayward Is twenty 
tons. Figured'on a basis of $47.50 per 
ton an acre of pears out Hayward-way 
has a value of 5950. 
In the ground 
beneath the pear and cherry trees on 
the Cherryland tract the lessee has i 
raised four crops- of peas and disposed I 
of them in the Oakland and San Fran- I 
cisco markets. 
The area Is now set 
out in tomato vines, with the assur- 
ance of a prolific crop of that delicious 
table delicacy. 


Present quotations for apricots— 


seljers—are from $85 to $90 per ton. 
Buyers quote the fruit at ?70 per ton, 
but are finding- few takers at that 
price, although they predict an aver- 
age buying price of SCO per ton once 
the fruit reallr becrins to ripen. Lato 
frosts nipped the apricots in the bud, 
so to speak, in nearly every portion 
of California except Alameda county. 
It would therefore appear as though 
the grower held the whip hand In the 
matter of bargaining, and that in the 
long run the buyers for the canneries 
•would have to nieet his price. In the 
normal season the average price for 
npricots ranges from ?30 to $40 per 
ton. At these figures there is almost 
as much money In the.fruit as In the 
"three best sellers," and that asser- 
tion Isn't fiction either.

riner who perennially sets out to sea 
In a pea green boat. At lit. Bdon there 
is a nurseryman who annually sets 
out n. '.-=ea of sweet peas.

of radiant 


bloom, the perfumed breath of fairies 
•—filling- the air with "fragrance, and 
lulling the brain to somnolent sonnets 
and drowsy measures. !Here a square 
of pure, white, half shrinks from, half 
attracts the eye, coy and demure as 
a winsome maiden. . Nearby flaunts a 
great splotch of scarlet, '.flaming like 
a magdalene's gown. There flares a 
patch of royal'purple, fit to deck an. 
emperor's robe. 
Beyond in the dis- 


tance shimmers a field 
of 
delica.te 
pink, garniture for the bridesmaid's 
finery. 
N>arhv in 
the 
foreground 


glows a varleated pattern in white, 
and rlull red, like dying coals in a bed 
of ashes. 
Every unit in those big, vari-col- 


ored squares Is reckoned in .dollars 
and cents by the nurseryman, and by- 
ancl-bj', after the blooms, have farted, 
and the seed hods have -set and filled, 
he will begin to grarner the shocklivs 
First he -will begin to cut the.seer and 
yellowing vines with mowing ma- 


chines. 
Then he will spread over a 


5-acre section of the devastated field 
an immense canvas. Upon it he will 
thresh the pods of their seed, each 
color by itself. Then the seed- will be 
winnowed and 
re-sorted, 
placed in 
sacks ana shipped to a certain great 
nursery hous in the East and to an- 
other in London, the greater bulk of

'DENVER, „ June 22. — What victims 


of the great vrhtte > plague cpst the 
com- 


munity, the family and the individual. In 
hard dollars and cents, was told the Na- 
tional Association lo-r the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis by Drs. Edwin 
A. Ivocke and Cleveland 
Moyd of the 
Boston Consumptive hospital department. 
The figures were based on a careful 
study of the cases of five hundred male 
patients and aro claimed to be as accur- 
ate as it la possible to figure the cost 
of this disease to the community. 


Of these cases, 244 dead cotit the 
com- 
munity $17.7.56 each, or a total of ?31,072. 
The 266 living have cost $284.18 eaci, a 
total of 542,012, a total community - loss 
for the 600 o£ S73.9S4. 
The cases showed an individual loss in 
wages of $420.035. 
Pour hundred and 
twenty-two of the victims were heads of 
families, w-ith an. average weekly earn- 
ing before stricken of $17.50. Their aver- 
age earnings decreased 
to $7.86 after 
they were taken side. 
Death left 161 families entirely without 
means of support, -while the other two-' 
thirds are reduced to an Income of about 
510 per week.
